It is enacted by the General AssemUu as 
follows;

sons of small Incomes, and living on wages, 
are ea'.on away by oppressive and unequal 
taxation. Though our paper currency IK 
nominally so near gold, the expenses of llr 
lug are nearly what they were during the 
war. 
Krery uiau, woman, and child are 


paying euormous taxes Iu what they eat, 
drink, wear aud use of every-dar articles. 
A thousand dollars are hardly worth more 
than lire hundred were ten years ago. The 
average rate of duties on great numbers of 
articles Is some forty percent. 


Before they roach the consumers, the tax 


becomes at least liflyper cent. And this tax 
coming, on so many small commodities, Is 
hardly observed by any oue, till the little 
saved at the end of the year shows where the 
money has gone lo. If theae tares could be 
seen to bo "protecting," and encouraging 
some native industries, one could endure 
them more easily. There would be a patri- 
otic consolation in the reflection that our 
heavy yearly expenses were building up 
American manufactures. Butalas,statl!tlcs 
show us that we cau have no such comfort. 
The, manufacturer feels the burden M much 
m we do. On every machine,every strip ot 
leather or hide, on his wool and his lumber, 
on his serge and his lasting, on his iron and 
capper, on silk and paper, ou a thousand lit- 
tle matters In raw material he must use, he 
Is obliged to pay his thirty, forty or fifty per 
cant. duty. 


When he can charge his duty on the price 


to us, the consumers, he can bear the bur- 
den, as we help him with a large portion. 
But many of his products had previously 
bean exported to foreign countries, and 
all had a return in cheaper foreign commod- 
ities, or in exchange in some form. 
And, 


under these burdens of this unequal tariff, 
he is prevented from exporting. He cannot 
compete with tbe foreign producer, who has 
no such taxation to endure. Ho can no 
longer export his machines, his hats, his 
slices or chairs, or woolen or cotton goods. 
Exports of these commodities have ceased 
almostto be. Ourshlp-yards He ldle,for the 
tariff has killed them; our machine shops 
have closed; the brisk trade we once had 
with South America and the West Indies, 
and other countries, in shoes, and hats, and 
chairs, and machines, has nearly come to an 
end. 
In only one branch has Americas in- 


genuity enabled us to bear up under taxa- 
tion, aud still to supply the world, and that 
la the manufacture and export of sewing 
machines, 


Our other great exports are raw material, 


pelrolium oil, gold, and wheat. The manu- 
facturer!, stripped ofonegreat class ofcns- 
temers, must increase their prices to the oth- 
er—the native consumers—aud thus each 
one of us feela the pressure. Our market 
lias become one of high prices for consumers 
aud small profits for producers or exporters.

It is evident now to all reasonable men, that 
the present tariff has been a most oppressive 
one. The delicate and complicated task of 
adjusting all these numerous taxes is too 
much for anybody of mortal legislators. 
They roust inevitably dcslroy some Indus- 
tries, and burden all. The only escape, the 
only prudent course, is marked out in the 
Elmlra platform; not to refer Ibe matter to 
the Congressional districts, but to support a 
revenue tariff 30 adjusted as to pres» equally 
ou all branches of labor and production. 
With such a tariff, we do not attempt too 
much. We do not need superhuman wisdom 
lo adjust It. Wo try to lay an equal burden 
on all branches,and we do it for the sake of 
revenue. This position may not suit au ab- 
stract free-trader, who would abolish custom 
houses and permiteveiy commodity to come 
aud go, according to demand and supply, and 
raise our revenue by a personal tax, laid di- 
rectly. 
But it will suit the great body of 


intelligent men in the Republican Party, 
who first of all want a fixed policy On the 
tariff, and who, secondly, desire to free the 
manufacturers of the country from their ex- 
cessive burdens, and relieve the consumers 
from some of their heavy load of taxation." 


"An Axo to Grind." 


We often hear and read the declaration 


"I have no axe to grind." The expression 
generally occurs when some question bear- 
ing on personal Interests is being discussed.

A special dispatch to the Sun tonight from 


Coming, N. Y.f gives additional particulars 
of the great fires now raging along tlio Sine 
ofthe Erie Hailroail, bslwcen Cornins; and 
lloruellsviile. The mountains are covered 
with joung forests and thick uuderbusb; Hie 
litter U as dry aa tinder. The sparks from 
passing locomotives falls among the under- 
brush, the winds fau them into a ilunu1, and 
soon volumes of white smoke roll up. 
The 


farm fences along the track are very dry and 
combustible; they lake fire easily and burn 
rapidly. The flamea in somo places creep 
uncomfortably near 
Hie 
passing trains. 


Piles of seasoned wood lying within a few 
feet of the track have ignited, and the flames 
heat the car windows and scorch the aides ot 
coaches. Everything is enveloped in u dense 
aud choking smudge. 


AtTobjhanna tho liics in the woods aie 


now under contiol, but not subdued. The 
village is out of dan»er, but the sawmills be- 
yond the village are wrapt in Him??. 
The 


woods caught, lire fioru a spark thrown from 
a locomotive at Sandcut; 
Heu fought 


bravely to stay the progress of tiie flames 
and protect their homes. Mules and wagons 
were brought into requisition for conveying 
water to places where it could be advanta- 
geously used. All sorts of implements ^7e^o 
used to clear away the underbrush and mako 
a gap so as to give the flames nothing to feed 
on. AB the flames tolichttl tho underbrush, 
a sound like the discharge of a million small 
guns was produced. These woods have 
never been burned before, and tbe under- 
growlh of dry stubble was as combustible 
as powder. 
Many 
families 
have been 


obliged to liy witli nothing buttheir clothes 
Their goods were all destroyed. 


At Fort Leyuen the woods were all on 


fire. Families !n the French settlement are 
packing their goods in wagons, preparatory 
to a hurried departure should it become 
nec- 


essary. One house has been burned to the 
ground. A large quantity of tan bark and 
wood were set on fire. The French settle- 
ment; is a very old one. The dispatch closed 
by stating that such extensive forest fires 
have not occurred in that section iu many 
years before. 


A Port Jervis special of the 18th inst., re- 


ceived before the rams, says that in Pike 
county a lire covering a territary of seven 
miles in extent is sweeping over somo ol the 
best land in that section. 
Twelve large 


steam saw mills were destroyed. 
Many 


dwelling houses and the lumber camps of 
Dodge & HeigSjContaiuing several million 
feet of lumber, were burned, the inmates of 
the cabiua narrowly escaping with their lives.

not otherwise, may lay, make and maintain 
all such main drains or common sewers as 
said City Council shall adjudge to bo neces 
saryforthe pujlic convenience or tbe pub 
lie health through the lands of any person 
and may repair the same whenever repair 
thereof shall be necessary, and all main 
drains or common towers so laid shall be 
the property ol said cky. 


SEC. 2. When any lands shall be taken by 


virtue of this act, the proceedings shall be 
tbe same in all respects as Is provided in 
chapter 43 of the Revised Statutes in tela 
tlon to highways laid out by Town Conn 
cils. 


SEO. 3. The expense of making such main 


drains or common sewers shall be paid as 
pro-tided In chapter 807 and 931 of the Slat 
utes, and all the provisions of said chapters 
shall apply to main drains and common tew 
era constructed under tho provisions ol this 
act.

All acts and parts of acts incon 


slsteut with the provisions of this act are 
hereby repealed. 


SBC. 5. This act shall take effect from and

An ACT Enabling the Town of Jamestown 


to Establish Ferries. 


It ii enacted by the General Assembly as 


follows'. 
SECTION 1. The Town olJa'mestown may 


establish a ferry between the said town and 
South Kingstown, and may build, purchase 
or hire such suitable ferry boats, and loan 
purchase or hire such ferry whams as;the 
said town may In town meeting, called for 
that purpose, determine by a majority vote 
of the electors qualified to vote upon a ques 
tion involving the expenditure of money or 
the imposition of a tax. 


SEC. 2. Tho said town may raise money 


by tax upon the ratable property,or may 
hire upon the credit ol the said town to car 
ry the provisions of the preceding aeciloa 
into effect. 


SEC. 2. Whenever any ferry shall be es- 


tablished under the provisions of this acl 
the same may be kept up and maintained 
by the said town during its pleasure, and the 
Town Council of the town may establish 
«uch rates of ferriage, and establish such 
reasonable regulations in reference to the 
management of suchjferry and provide pen- 
alties for a breach of said regulations as the 
Council may think proper. 


SEC. 4. This act shall take effect immedi- 


ately on Its passage. 
As ACT in amendment of Chapter 508 of the 


Statutes, ehtitled, "An 
Act to Kevlse, 


Consolidate and Amend tha act entitled 
An Act to Incorporate the City of Provi- 
dence" and the several acts in addition 
thereto or in amendment thereof. 


It is enacted by the General AtsemMy as 


follows: 
SECTION 1. The City Council of the city 


of Providence are hereby authorized to pro- 
vide by ordinance that all officers of said 
city receiving foes or moneys ou account of 
tho city shall nrtfce return to the City Treas- 
ury of such fees and moneys at snch times 
as the City Council shall prescribe. 


SEC. 2. This act shall take effect immedi- 


ately upon its passage, and all acts and parts 
of acts inconsistent herewith are hereby re- 
pealed.
